New Varieties of Grain 


Experiments and Teste Carried on by 
Dominion Cerealist 


in giving brief descriptions of the 
best of the new varicties of grain 
that have resulted from his expert- 
ments and tests, the Dominion cereal- 
ist in his report for 1921, says that it 
is not suggested that these new sorts 
should all be distributed to the public, 
although a few of them may be avail- 
able for that=pwrpose in the near fu- 
ture, The majority require further 
study on the branch experimental 
farms, as well as at the central farm 
at Ottawa, to determine their exact 
value under different conditions of 
soil and climate and as to how far un- 
der those conditions they surpass the 
best of the older sorts. 

Tables of results are given in the 
report, by which it would appear that, 
of the 80 varieties of spring wheat 
enumerated,~one named Garnet Ot- 
tawa 652, a cross between Preston A 
and Riga M, stands at the head. 
Sown on July 16 last year, it matured 
in 86 days, had a straw of 43 inches, | 
yielded 2,880 Ibs. grain per acre, and 
weighed 63.2 lbs. per measured bushel 
after cleaning. It is described as 
beardless, as ripening before Ruby, 
and as promising to surpass that var- 
jety in other respects. | 

Of the two dozen varieties of oats | 
named the best yielder is Gold Rain, | 
which, sown on July 21, matured in| 
85 days with a yleld) per acre ot | 
2,460 Ibs. Of the 82 varieties of bar-| 
ley tabulated, one given Stella | 
Ottawa 58 stands at the head. Sown 
July 19, it matured in 77 days with) 
a yield of 2,940 Ibs. per acre. 

Tables are also given of the re-| 
sults of varieties of spring rye, field | 
peas, fleld beans, flax and barley for | 
bay, the last mentioned of which, 
knowh as Forage Ottawa, 675, matur- 
ed in 61 days with a yield of 14,607 
lbs. per acre. |

Scotland Intends to 


Scenic Streams Will Soon 
Wheels for Industries 

Scotland is waking up to the fact 
that its lakes and waterfalls may be 
made to serve other purposes than 
providing scenic attractions for tour- 
ists. As proof of this the “Grampian 
Electricity Bill’ has been given a sec- 
ond reading in the House of Com- 
mons. 

The company is empowered to col- 
lect and use the waters of 15 lochs

The Heliocopter Puzzle 


Solving the Problem of Building an 

Aifship that Can Rise Vertically 

Some time ago the British Air Min- 
istry offered a valuable prize for the 
successful invention of aircraft cap- 
able of rising vertically from the 
ground and of hovering over any 
point. tumors are afoot that this 
dificult problem has been solved by 
the same British engineer who invent- 
ed the gyroscopic monorail, in which 
a vehicle running on a single wheel 
track miuintained itself upright by 
means of a gyroscope. Particulars 
of the new development are not yet 
available, but there is every hope that 
it will provide a satisfactory solution. 
It may be recalled that several years 
ago another British inventor suggest- 
ed a design by which an airship heav- 
jer than air could be made to raise it- 
self by means of electric power. The 
lifting action proposed was provided 
by a series of wings, each operated 
in a particular way by means of a 
small electric motor, all the motors 
receiving their power from a central 
electric generator. The action of

Measuring River Flow by Radium 


British Scientist Has Developed a 
Unique Method for Determining 
Flow of Rivers 

If anyone were to suggest that there 
is any connection between radium 
and the measurement of the flow of 
rivers he would probably be scouted 
as a dreamer. Nevertheless, a Brit- 
ish man of science has developed a 
very effective method of measuring 
the flow of rivers by means of a solu- 
tion containing just a trace of radium. 
The method he proposes is a develop- 
ment from an existing system which 
involves the addition of large quanti- 
ties of salt solution to a river. What 
was done was to introduce a certain 
quantity of salt at a particular point! 
and to collect samples of the water 
at various parts lower down in the 
stream, thereafter testing the; 
strength or “saltiness” of the solu-| 
tion. With the new nféthod only a 
few gallons of solution containing % 
little radium will be required. This; 
solution will be fed into the river un-} 
der constant pressure, and samples | 
will be taken lower down the stream 
and conveyed.to the laboratory and 
stored in ordinary flasks for 10 or 12 
days. They will then be tested by aj 
simple electrical method for the pres- 
ence of radium, and by means of this 
test the rate of discharge of the river 
can be acturately determined,

Conditions throughout Canada 
tend to suggest that the average far- 
mer mines, [xeis than farms, his 
holding. A ‘diagnosis of each per- 
son's land should be periodically 
made, and the constituents they being 
known could be treated intellfkently. 
At present “black sojl” is something 
that is considered fit to grow any 
crops upon, and as a result of this 
haphazard method, one of the western 
provinces averaged 11.2 bushels of 
wheat per acre. This is sufficient 
condemnation of present-day  prac- 
tices, and should make people eager 
to strive for a more profitable means 
of raising field grains. 

In Denmark, said Dr. McPhedran, 


each farmer has a laboratory test : 


his soil. It is not necessarily an elab- 
orate affair, but every year he takes a 
number of samples and analyses 
them. He is then in a position to 
sow in each parcel of ground the crop 
best suited for that soil. In addition 
to this he has certain standards that 
each field must maintain, in the event 
of his test showing any piece below 
that standard, the analysis shows 
which constituent is lacking and fer- 
lilizer to supply the need is. applied. 
More liberal education among our ag- 
riculturalists would help to spread 
this doctrine of applied science and 
would speedily increase the country's 
yield. 

All through the east the land work- 
er is waking up to the importance of 
fertilizing his land for continued crop- 
ping, and shortly, with the aid of gov- 
ernment propaganda, it is hoped that: 
the prairie farmer will become fairly 
alive to this necessity. It 
of mother nature’s Jaws that one gets!

be expected that she will continue to | 
give from herself year after year with-} 
out demanding a return? One point} 
that requires emphasis is that our) 
rich western black loam possesses | 
certain limits. It is a fallacy to as 
sume that because it is black and rich 
it will successfully raise anything. In 
order, therefore, to sow to a certain 
section grain that will thrive best, it 
is essential that an analysis of the 
ground in question be made and the 
land cropped accordingly. 

Throughout the northwest it is not

Forgeries Ruining 
Egyptian Market 


Collectors of Antiques Afraid to Buy 
Historical Treasures 

“The manufacture of antiques is 

carried forward on such an extensive 

scale in Egypt particularly at Cairo, 

that it_now has a place in reports on 

the industries of the country,” says 


Egyptian arcaheologist in an 
view in the Daily Chronicle. 
The forgeries of Egyptian an- 
tiques are often so well executed, 
he states, that even the most exper- 
fenced collectors are deceived by 
them, Large sums of money have 
been paid for articles that were con- 
sidered genuine treasures but have 
now been pronounced spurious or of 
doubtful origin, So strong is the 
suspicion concerning the authenticié 
of scarabs and various bronze and 
gold ornaments and other articles al- 
leged to have been found in Egypt, 
that many collectors are afraid to risk 
buying them, and in an excess of cau- 
tion often turn down antiquities that 
are undoubtedly genuine. Thus the 
forgeries have largely ruined the mar- 
ket for Egyptian historical treasures.

Will Greenland become a_ great 
commercial centre and a port of call 


for travellers between Europe and 
America? 
This is the romantic possibility 


that is opened up by the proposal to 
use Greenland as a half-way house in 
the round-the-world 
flight. 

Ten or twenty years ago the sug: 
gestion that Greenland might be- 
real importance in 
the world’s life would haye been 
laughed to scorn; but already the 
great bleak land in the north, hither: 
to regarded as a mere icefield some- 
where near the North Pole, is being 
spoken of as a country about which 
the nations may as well 
themselves. 

It used to be thought of little prac- 
tical importance whether this country 
or that claimed rights over Greenland, 
though since 1721 it has been a Dan- 
ish colony with traders and officials 
representing the Government of Den- 
mark. 

Now, however, with all kinds of 
commercial possibilities opening up, 
the rights over Greenland have as- 
sumed considerable importance, and 
already Denmark and Norway have 
been in dispute with regard to them. 
The King of Denmark, too, has 
thought it worth while to visit the 
country—the first time in history 
that a ruling’ monarch has ever been 
to Greenland. 

The country is really an island— 
the largest in the world if Australia 
is regarded as a continent—and it 
contains over half a million squar3 
miles, of which about three-fifths in 
the interior are covered with a vast 
glacier, 

Round the coast, however, the is- 
land is quite habitable, and there are 
about two hundred small towns and 


concern 


settlements, including the capitals, 
Godthaab and Godhayn, 
Many valuable animals and birds 


are found on the island, the reindeer 
and musk-ox providing food, and the 


| polar bear, wolf, fox and hare yield- 


ing warm skins. Over sixty kinds of 
birds nest there, and over three hun- 
dred kinds of plants are found. Broc- 
coli, spinach, radishes, lettuces, tur- 
nips and leeks are grown; and in 
the south rhubarb ripens and pota- 
toes grow to a useful size. The whal- 
ing industry, with the preparation 
of blubber, has long been a valuable 
asset of the country, and now there 
is some prospect of minerals being 
worked there on a large scale. 

Graphite is abundant, soapstone is 
found in considerable quantities, cop- 
per has been discovered at various 
places, and there is coal near the 
northern capital and elsewhere. 

But the most important mineral is 
eryolite, which is found exclusively 
in Greenland. It is a colorless sub- 
stance something like ice in appear- 
ance, and is an ore of aluminum, 
At one time this was the only source 
of the metal, but now alum)num is 
also extracted from bauxite. Cryolite 
is used extensively in the making of 
opal glass and jron enainel, and it 
all comes from Greenland, Commer- 
cial men are anxious to develop a 
country which promises so well. 

A town with large hotels and 
stores of the various kinds needed 
in Atlantic flying is quite possible in 
the south of Greenland, and the coun- 
try might become a regular holiday 
resort for tourists, 

It is a fascinating prospect for 
what‘used to be regarded as a vatue- 
less No-man’s Land, Things have de- 
veloped remarkably in recént years, 
and already the Eskimos have their 
parliament and municipal councils, 
their law courts and churches, and 
their newspaper.
